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T.TIIITED  STATES  AGRI CULTTJPuAL  TRADE  WITH  CAHADA 


Exi.^orts  of  Americari  agriciilti'ral  prodncts  to  Canada  in  1937  con- 
tinued to  show  a marked  increase  over  exports  in  193^  over  the  ex- 
ports of  the  2 preceding  years.  Imports  of  agricultural  products  from 
Canada,  on  the  other  hand,  were  smaller  in  1937  than  in  1936»  although 
they  were  larger  than  in  1935* 

The  increased  exports  to  Canada  have  heen  due  in  part  to  reduc- 
tions in  Canadian  duties  resulting  from  the  trade  agreement  and  in  part 
to  improved  conditions  and  larger  purchasing  pov/er  in  Canada,  In  1937> 
larger  crops  and  increased  export  supplies  in  the  United  States  also 
were  important  factors. 

The  decline  in  imports  of  agricultural  products  from  Canada  in 
1937 > 9'S  compared  with  193c,  was  due  chiefly  to  the  cessation  of  our 
imports  of  wheat  from;  that  coTintry  a.fter  the  large  domestic  crop  hecame 
availahle  in  the  middle  of  1937* 

On  the  export  side  the  principal  developments  have  heen: 

1,  A narked  increase  in  exjDorts  of  Anierican  fruits  and  vegeta- 
bles to  Canad.a  in  both  193c  and  19^7 > compared  with  exports  in  1935* 
the  year  before  the  trade  agreement  went  into  effect, 

2,  An  increase  in  exports  of  grains  to  and  through  Canada  in  1937» 

3,  SjTiall  exports  of  livestock  and.  meat  to  Canada,' 

On  the  import  side,  in  additi'-'n  to  much  smaller  takings  of  Canadian 
v^rheat,  the  outstanding  developments  have  been: 

1,  Continued  large  imports  of  cattle  from  Canada,  chiefly  because 
of  high  prices  in  this  country  and  improved  consumer  demand  in  193^  and 
most  of  1937* 

2,  Reduced  imports  of  cheese  from  Canada  in  1937  compared  with 
imports  in  1936. 

3,  Larger  1937  imports  of  hay,  grass,  and  forage  seeds,  reflect- 
ing the  drought  damage  of  1936. 

following  tabulations  give  an  ana.lysis  of  the  total  trade  be- 
tween the  United  States  and  Canada,  broken  down  between  agricultural 
and  non-agri cultural  products.  The  text  discussos  the  trends  of  exports 
of  agricultural  products  from  the  United  States  to  Canada  and  the  trend 
of  the  trade  in  principal  import  items  on  which  the  United  States  granted 
duty  reductions  to  Canada,,

United  Str-tes  of  agricultural 
items  on  uhich  the  Canadian  import  duties  were  reduced  hy  the  trade  agree 
meat  was  continued  through  1937*  ^’iguros  for  each  quarter  of  the  year 
were  larger  than  those  for  the  preceding  qu.artrr,  and  also  larger  than 
fig^.ircs  for  the  corresponding  1*^3^  period.  The  advances  o\'or  193^  Y/ero 
particularly  large  in  the  last  two  quarters  of  1937 > principcally  hecausc 
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the  larger  grain  crops  of  the  United  States  permitted  resumption  of  ex- 
porting, Much  of  the  grain  exported  oo  Canada  was  en  route  to  Europe,  hut 
the  1937  takings  for  consumption  in  Canada  were  also  larger  than  in  I936.

Ernaorts  of  Concession  Items 

Unadjusted  figures  for  ^:roin  and  grain  products  (table  suggest 
that  the  1937  exports  to  Canada  of  United  Stater,  wheat,  rice,  and  other 
items  v.'cre  about  11  times  as  valuable  as  in  the  corresponding  1976  peri- 
od. Such  an  advance  would  rr-prosont  m.ost  of  the  app.arcnt  increase  over 
1976  in  the  value  of  .all  .agrical  tu"al  e:qeorts  to 'Can hd a upon  which 
Canadian  duties  v'efc  reduced.  Eecaus'..  of-  the  in- trait si't'  business  in 
grain,  hov;cver,  the  Canadian  records:  indicated  1977'  'imports  of  United 
States  grains  and  products  to  'be  onlj  two-  and  ono-hhlf  timer  as  large  as 
the  1976  imioorts.  Exports  of  oats  to  Canada,  a-  conccr's'ich  i'tom  and  in- 
cluded in  the-  ontrg  "other  grains  and  grain  products,"  "jnopi.ntcd  to  , . 

$1,^92,000  in  1937»  a hoeiyy  increase  • over  the  I936' figure  si  The  Canadian 
import  record,  confirms  tlip  1977  Uhiitcd  States  cxcort ' f igu.rcs  for  oats. 
Canada,  however,  reports  smaller  imports  of  fi-m-^ricon  corn  'and  rice  in 
1937  than  in  I936.  ' • ' ' ' 

The  larger  1937,  caport  novoment  to  Canada  of  fruits,  and  their 
prepara.tions  is  well  substantiated  by.  thf:  Ca,nadian'  import'  recoi’ds,  -^spe- 
cially of  'fresh  fri.iits.  This  group  of  prodvicts  is'  one'  in'  -hich  Canada 
is  normally  deficient.  Lri,rgcr  United,  States  export' fi.gur':s',  ' therefore, 
indicate  a larger  utilisation  of  such:  products  by' C.anad.iah' consumers. 

Table  3 shows  an  increase  of  11.1  percent  in  the  1937  bzport  figures  for 
the  fimuit  group  over  the.  comparable  197o  total.  Of  the  larger  items, 
fresh  grapcfr'jit  ma,de  the  greatest  perce'ntage  gain  in  valu-;-.,  with_  oranges 
a close  second.  Exports  of  apples  -and  nears,  ho-’^cver,  vhile  larger  in 
volu.me  than  in  1936,  showed.a  recline  of  s.bout  3^  po'rccht  'in  value.  Sub- 
stantial increases  over  193^  'were  reglster‘‘d  the'  exports  of  all  classes 
of  fruit  prod\icts.  T^o  export ' value  of  canned  fiuif  In'c'r eased  by  5^' *2 
percent  in  1937>  while  that  of  dried  fru.it  went  up'  l6',4'  percent.  Canada 
h.as  also  been  utilizing  more  vegetables  from  the  United'  States  this  yean 
than  last,  ■ c spec ia.lly  fresh  vegeta.blos.  The  export  v.alue  of  tho.w^.olo 
vegetable  group  in  the  1937  'Doriod.  -.vas  Ip.p'P^^cent  larger  'than  in  193^. 
Increased  o:ports  of  tomatoes  helped  materially  to  bri.ng  er^orts  of  fresh 
vegeto.blos,  other  than  potatoes,  to  a.  figure  13.7  nercehtubovc  last  year's 
exports. 

The  1937  c:cports  to  C.gnada  of  livestock  and  meat  continue  to  sho-w 
the  retarding  effects  of  rolativol.y  high  prices  in  the  United  Sta.tes.  E.x- 
ports  of  live  anir.ials,  other  than  poultry,  in  1937  registered  a gain  of 
27.1  p-sreent  over  the  rcd’iced  1936  figures  as  to  value,  but  the  value  of 
total  mca.t  exports  in  the  1937  period  was  7-3.'^'  eercent  below  the 
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corresponding  1936  value,  v.-ith  the  quantity  a.lso  sharply  redueof'.  The  smaller 
export  novenent  of  pork  has  hcen  especially  marked  and  should  he  discontinued 
further  hecausc  of  the  usual  transit  trade  of  those  items  through  Canad.a  to 
other  countries.  Of  lard,  the  leading  item  among  "other  animal  products," 
Canada  is  shov.'fi  as  taking  smaller  quantities  in  1937*  Of  the  miscellaneous 
group  of  concession  items  listed  in  tahle  3,  fmit  juices  represent  the  only 
increase  of  importance  in  the  1937  cocoorts  from  the  United  States  over  cori- 
parahle  1936  figures.

Imports  of  Concession  Items 

The  1937  increase  in  the  value  of  imports  from  Canada  'iipon  v'hich  United 
States  import  duties  were,  reduced  resulted  in  total  figures  nearly  3 times  as 
large  as  .those  in.  193 5 > '^nly  a"bout  30  percent  larger  than  the  19"^6  fig- 

ures. Sustained,  imports  of  cattle  v/ere  largely.  rcsr)onsihlo  for  the  incroase 
in  the  total  1937  imports,  of  low-duty  items.  See  suimmaiy/-  taple  4 for  anmi--- 
al  imports  of  items  upon  .which  duties  x^ere  red.uced. 

Cattle 

The  value  of  all  cattle  imported  fro’.T  C.anada  in  1937  ’’■^ns  more  than 
double  the  1935  y^-lne  and  5S.S  percent  larger  than  the  193o  valixe.  The  1937 
increase  .in  value  resulted  largely  from  unusually  high  prices  for  cattle  pre- 
vailing during  most  of  the  •'var.  The  niin"bor  of.  cottle  coming  from  Canada  in 
1937  increased  to  a much  small  extent  than  did  the  value.  (See  table  4.)

Imports  of  dutiable  cattle  from  all  sources  in  1937,  at  ^94,949 
heaa,  wore  24  percent  larger  than  comparable  1936  irroorts,  A feature  of 
the  1937  imports  from  Canada  has  been  the  much  smaller  va.riatinn  in 
monthly  imports  than  in  I936,  Prices  during  r.ost  of  1937  averaged  con- 
sistently higher  than  in  193b,  but  for  most  months  imports  from  Canada, 
ranged  between  21,000  and  29,000  head.  Total  imports  were  the  langcst 
of  any  year  since  I929.  They  were  not  sufficiently  largo,  however,  to 


offset  the  factors  operating  in  the  United  States  to  plaxie  the  year's  average 
farm  price  of  'beef  cattle  trell  above  that  of  1936  and  higher  then  for  any 
year  since  1930,  despite  the  sharp  dovmward  movement  developed  in  November 
and  December,  when  imports  were  small. 

Cheddar  cheese 

The  1937  decline  in  imports  of  Cheddar  cheese  resulted  in  a trade 
valued  at  less  than  half  that  of  1936.  Cheese  imports  in  1937  were  smaller 
in  spite  of  the  fact  that  United  States  prices  averaged  higher  in  1937  than 
for  any  year  since  1930.  The  1937  business  in  cheese,  however,  was  much 
larger  than  that  of  1935.  Imports  of  Canadian  Cheddar  cheese  in  1937  re- 
sulted in  a total  volume  57  percent  smaller  than  that  of  1936,  and.  a decline 
in  value  of  52  percent.

Tlie  1937  imports  of  Cheddar  cheese  from  Canada  represented  0.98  per- 
cent of  United  States  production  for  the  same  period.  In  1936,  imports  from 
Canada  represented  2.21  percent  of  production.  (See  table  6.)  The  United 
States  takes  a relatively  small  part  of  the  Canadian  exports  of  cheese,  most 
of  Thich  go  to  the  United  Kingdom.  The  improved  market  in  that  co'ontry  and  a 
somevhat  increased  Canadian  consumption,  were  the  chief  reasons  for  the 


smaller  1937  shipnents  to  the  United  States,  Total  exports  of  cheese 
from  Canad.a  in  1937  hcached  shout  S9f000,000  potLcds,  aii  increase  of  about 
7 >000,000  poun'’ s over  the  193o  e:rports.  Of  the  1937  total  ah'^ut  01  PC3"- 
cent  uent  to  the  United  Kinfcdom,  and  about  5 nc  reent  to  the  United  States, 

Cream 


The  relatively  snail  1937  inport  business  in  fluid  cream,  shoued  -a 
value  norc  than  tv'-ico  as  lai-g's  as  the  193o  fig^aros.  Most  of  the  croam 
entered  the  Neu  E.ngland  territory,  where  butterfat  nrices  in  1037  aver- 
aged higher  than  i.n  193^  higher  than  for  the  country  as  a whole. 
Imports  of  fluid  cream  during  1937>  iTnactically  all  of  v.h.ich  came  from 
Canada,  totaled  about  137>000  gallons.  This  fig'are  is  nearly  three  tines 
as  large  as  the  ].93^  imports,  but  represents  less  than  10  percent  of  the 
annual  low-duty  qu.ot.a  of  1,300,000  gallons.  The  import  movement  rea.ched 
a r'ionthly  high  point  of  about  22,000  gall.ons  in  June,  but  imports  in  sub- 
sequent months  have  had.  a fairly  steady:  downward  trend,  (See  table  7»)

Imports  of  seed  potatoes,  alth'nigh  -smaller  in  voltinc,  wore  slightly 
larger  in  value  than  in  1036,  -and  tlie  tr..;de  was  considerably  la.rgor  than 
in  1935»  I'hc  a:nnual  lo'"-duty  qiaota  (73'0>000  bu-cho].s)  for  white  certified 
seed  potatoes  v.'as  entirely  utilized  in  IO36  and  I937.  In  both  years  the 
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quotas  v.’ere  filled  late  in  November.  A small  quantity  of  full-duty  seed 
rotators  also  v/ao  imported  in  1937»  tho.t  year,  spring  imports  mere  larg-^r 

than  in  153b.  In  the  first  7 ^'.onths  of  the  quota  year  beginning  December  1, 
I33G,  the  quota  was  5^1 ,0  pc  rcent  fil  led  as  against  percent  in  the  cor- 

responding 1535“3G  period.  March  and  April  arc  the  first  2 months  in  which 
the  U5-cent  rate  aoplies;  and  in  1577  imports  in  those  months  alone  accaunted 
for  66.5  percent  of  the  quota  against  43.3  percent  in  15^6.  IhpprtB  by 
r:onths  for  the  last  2 qumta  years  appear  in  table  S.

Poultry 

Imports  of  live  poulti^’’  from  Canad.a  reached  a considerably  higher 
total  value. and  volimo  in  1977  than  in  either  of  the  2 preceding  yearrs.  !Eae 
larger  imports  were  accompanied  by  United  States  farm  prices  that  avera.ged 
slightly  higher  for  chickens  than  in  I936  or  1975«  '^■bo  national  average  farm 

price  in  1577  highest  since  1970.  Fa.rmors  also  received  more  money 

for  turkeys  in  1937  than  in  193^.  Uith  the  exception  of  1935 » 1937  aver- 

age farm  price  of  turkeys  was  the  highest  since  1971.  Imports  of  dressed 
poultry  were  much  sr.aller  in  both  volume  and  value  in  1577  than  in  the  pre- 
ceding year.

Ir.TDorts  of  turnips  and  nitaljaga^  also  r/ere  snaller  than  in  193^ 
and  v;ere  d,6  percent  lower  in  value.  The  value  of  total  imports  of 
fruit  in  1937  55  percent  larger  than  in  1936,  with  frozen  "blueherrie 

registering  the  greatest  gain  in  tlio  group*  Little  increase  v/as  noted 
in  the  usually  small  imports  of  Cann.dia.n  evpples, 

The  larger  imports  of  grass  and  other  forage  seeds  resulted  in 
mere  than  doubling  the  value  of  those  imports  over  the  1936  figures, 
which  in  turn  were  siibstantial ly  larger  tha:n  those  of  1935»  Imports  of 
maple  s\igar,  however,  were  about  7 percent  lo?/er  in  va-lue  than  1936 
imports.
